Unionists, 120; Liberals, 98: Labor- 
ites, 20; Nationalists, 28. Total gains: 
Unionists, 51; Liberals, 9; Labcrites, 1. 
The Unionists had decidedly the bet- 
ter of the elections today. Of forty- 
four seats contested they won twenty- 
one, of which twelve vere represented 
by Ministerialists in the last Parlia- 
ment. 

With the exception of North Eng- 
land, Scotland and the big manufac- 
turing towns, the results of the polls 


show a steady trend toward the fiscal 


policy of the Unionists, but, «aiculat- 

ing returns thus far announced, - the 

politicai oracies. maintain that this 

wil] not be suffvient overceme the 

big Liberal majority obtained in 1906.

HICAGO, Jan. 18.—John R. Walsh, 
72 years of age. who began his 
business career as a newsboy and 
later controlied millions in banks, 
railroads, newspapers and coal fields, 
left for the Federai prison at Leaven- 
worth, Kan., at 6 o'clock tonight to 


begin a five years’ sentence for mis- 
application of the funds of the Chi-

His journey followed a UWenial by 
the United States Ciretit Court of Ap- 
peals of his petitior, for a new trial 


of the jurors who found him guilty. 

The final chapter in the financier’s 
jong fight: against a prison term is 
summarizd as follows:

Station 
and conducted business as if nothing 
of unusual importance were pending. 

At’ 11:16 o'clock a.m.—Summoned to

Twe inches Fall.

RENO’ (Nev) Jan. 17.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Death Valley, which is sup- 
posed to be one of the hottest places 
on the foo,stool, in this tempestuous 
winter has snow the same as the res. 
of the world. This information was 
weceived here today through Matt Gra- 
ham, a brother of “Curly” Graham, 
who has just arrived from there. Jra- 
ham says the snow at Death Valley 
is two inches deep, and that the 
weather is almost as cold as it is 
here. 

The nt from whence he came is 
209 milés south of Tonopah and by 
reason of its being so low in alt:tude 
it has never before been’ known to 
even have a suspicion of “the beau- 
tiful.” The cold has extended hun-. 
dreds of miles beyond Death Valley.

United States Supreme Court 


Makes Decision. 


Law Would Burden Inter- 
‘state Commerce. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The Bush 
act of the State of Kansas, which 
sought to compel outside corporations 
to pay a charter fee for the benefit of 
State schools, as a condition of doing 
business in that State, is held invalid 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States; in a divided decision an- 
nounced today. Justice Harlan and 
Justice White, signed the controlling 
opinion, but Chief Justice Fuller and 
Associate Justices Holmes and Mc- 
Kenna dissented. 

The case was that of the Western 


‘Union Telegraph Company versus the 


State of Kansas. The Western Union 
has fought the law on the ground of 
acquired rights and unconstitutional, 
as seeking to impose a burden upon 
interstate commerce. 


Harian said it was held “that the 
statytory requirement of a given per 
cent. of the authorized capital of a 
telegraph company, which represented 
all its business interests and property 
inside and out of the State, was in its 
practical operation a burden on inter- 
state commerce and a tax on property 
beyond the limits of Kansas 
OUSTER DECREE REFUSED. 

The opinion closed as follows: “It 
results that. @ decree of ouster, such 
as the State asks, could not be granted 
without recognizing the vyalidity of 
siving effect to the unconstitutional 
requirement that the telegraph com- 


lowed to do intrastate business in 
Kensas, should pay into the State 
school fund a given per cent. of its 
capital in the form of @ fee based on 
all its property, business and inter- 
ests everywhtre, including both its 
interstate and intrastate business, 
and property. Such a decree is 
asked on the ground that the company 
has refused to pay such fee. 

“The State court ought to have re- 
fused the affirmative relief asked and 
dismissed the petition upon the ground 
that the condition sought to be en- 
forced vy a decree of ouster, was in 
violation of the commerce and due 
process clauses of the Constitution and 
of the companies’ rights under that 
instrument. The right of the telegraph 
company to continue the transaction 
of local business in Kansas could not 
be made to depend upon its submis- 


State, which was hostile both to the 
letter and spirit of the Constitution. 

NOT BOUND TO SURRENDER. 

“The company was not bound under 
any circumstances to surrender its 
constitutional exemption from State 
taxation, direct or indirect, in respect 
of its interstate business and its prop- 
erty outside of the State, any more 
than it woud have been bound to sur- 
render any other right secured by the 
Constitution.” 

In the dissenting opinion, Judge 
Holmes declared the State had not 
undertaken to tax the Western Union, 
but simply had fixed the condition on 
which the company could transact 
State business within the State. 

“The matter is left in the com- 
pany'’s hands,”’ he said. “If the Hl-

They won 
only five. The Liberals won two from 
them. 
After as hard a fight as any in the 
country, John Burns, president of the 
local government board, was sent back 
to Parliament from Battersca.

The Liberal tidal wave of 1966 swept 
in Burns with 1600 majority, but his 
normal majority has been between 206 
ard 300. A few years ago Burns de- 
clared that no man could possibly earn 
more than $2500 a year, and do it hon- 
estly, And yet for some time now he 
has been drawing a salary of $10,000 a 
year, and positively expects to get it 
boosted to $25,000 a year if the Lib- 
erals are returned to power.

HEN IS A CLERGYMAN NOT A 
CLERGY MAN? 

When is a clergyman not a clergyman? The an- 
ewer to the question, in England, is: When he’s 
Nonconformist. 

One of the curious little facts out of many which 
have come to general notice during the elections in 
Great Britain is the one that clergymen cannot sit 
in the British Parliament. : 

But Rev. C. Silvester Horne has been elected for 
Ipswich and will take his seat when King Edward 
summons the faithful Commons to Westminster. | 

Will anybody object? Not a one. Horne may be 
a reverend and dear sir, but, according to the of- 
ficial idea in England, he’s not a clergyman. He’s 
merely a Nonconformist, Ta the official eye Non- 
confermists are invisible in King Edward's realm, 
or they are mere persons. They cannot be clergy- 
men. Despite the fact that the Nonconformists 
embrace the Methodists, the Presbyterians, the 
Congregationalists, the Unitarians and others, and 
that thousands of them have been ordained to the 
ministry, not one is a “clergyman” in a land whe 
the state church is the Anglican. ete 

Exactly why clergymen, Anglican clergyman, 
that is to say, cannot sit in the British Parliament 
it is not easy to see. Doubtless, however, the cler- 
gymen, the Anglican clergymen, were barred be- 
cause their independent predecessors in the reign 
of Edward I refused to heed the summons callinz 
them to attend Parliament. They resolutely held 
aloof from the national council and insisted on 
voting their subsidies through their own convoca- 
tions of Canterbury and York. 


LITTLE PLUNGE INTO SOCIOLOGY 
One does not know whether to call it a little 
outbreak of twisted thought on the part of the 
people generally or a mere parrot call of the mul- 
titude following the ,voice of the few, which we 
hear so often proclaiming that life in the present 
year of grace is more difficult for the average man 
than ever before. 
It is undeniable that the cost of living is high; 
but is is not higher than ever before. The cost 
of living in America during the great Civil War 
.was a great-deal higher than it is today. Yet you 
heard less complaint of hard times when flour was 
$15 a barrel, common cotton cloth $1 a yard and 
coffee $1 a pound than today, when you can buy a 


tons for one-tenth as much, and fine coffee, roasted 
and ground if you wish, at the rate of three pounds 
for a dollar. 

Just before the Ciyil War wages in New Eng- 


a week for small boys and girls, fortunately now 
prohibited by law from being employed at all, up 


If the cost of living is high today, wages were 
never so high before. A mechanic in any of the 
trades is worth at this time from $2.50 a day for 
the most indifferent journeyman in the least-skilled 
occupations up to $6 a day in the more laborious 
trades where more skill is required. . 

It may possibly be that the cost of living has 
gone up more rapidly and reached a higher plane 
than the advance in wages. But that is nothi 
wonderful. The tariff has not done it. Natura 
conditions have ‘brought about the result. When 
the war broke out there were 40,000,000 inhabi- | 
tants in the United States, and today there are 
90,000,000. At that time we were exporting vastly 
the larger portion of our wheat and corn crops, 
end nearly all our cotton. The expenses of carry- 
ing produce from the interior to the seacoast were 
a great deal higher than now, resulting in lower 
prices on the farm than at the seacoast by a wider 
margin than exists today. These are the naiural 
facts whith explain the general advance in the 
cost of living. : 

At the same time, in spite of this the people of 
today are living better in every way than they did 
sixty years ago. They wear better clothes, cat 
better food, get more of it and live in better houses. 
Their children are better educated and the whule 
family enjoys more amusements. One vast »enefit 


ness of the hours of labor. Generally eight hours 
constitute a day’s work in America today. Labor- 
ers and mechanics go to work at 8 o’clock in the 
morning and “knock off” at 5 o'clock in the after- 


dinner pails, or at their homes if they wish to go 
there. The explanation why, if the cost of living 
has gone up faster than the advance in wages, 
yet people enjoy life more in every way, is that 
employment is much steadier than ever known in 
America before. Broadly speaking, there is no 
reason why a man or woman should remain idle at 
present if willing to work. 

It is an encouraging thing and a thing to be en- 
couraged, ambition on the part of the average 
American. A race without ambition will not make 
much p s, and an individual without it will 
lag far behind in the race. But, like the best of 
things, there is such a thing as overdoing ambi- 
tion. The writer, in discussing these sociological 
topies with intelligent, fair-minded Americans, is 
met by the objection to the statement of all these 
facts that even if a mechanic did make $6 a day 
six days in the week, showing an income of about 
$150 a month, that sum would not be sufficient to 
enable him, if He had a pretty numerous family, 
to send all his boys and girls through college. 

The objectors seem to be in earnest, and yet are ex- 
pressing not only a shallow but a very dangerous | 
philosophy. It is utterly undesirable that the av- 
erage boy and gir) should go through a college. It 
will contribute in no wise to the happiness of the | 
average boy and girl to be sent through college, or | 
to his or her ability to earn a livelihood. In the 
average case it is more likely to prove a detriment 
than an advantage. Mark, we say the “average” 
boy or girl. 

On the contrary, we think the experience of 
thoughtful people who have paid close attention to 
facts wil] bear out the remark that there is not a 
thoroughly capable and at the same time ambitioos 
young |man or woman in America who can not 
find a'way or make a way to go through college. 
There never has been a time when an ambitious hoy 
could not find a school to let him “work his way” 
through its course; and it is easier to do it today

who died yesterday at the age of 
ninety-three years.

He remained on hig farm near Chi- 
cago until 1887. He had watched the 
city grow from a village to a metropo- 
lis. im 1887 he came to Loe Angeles. 
The city at that time was an ovér- 
Grown village. with one rafiroad esta- 
tion, hardly larger than a barn. 

Polk lived at Santa Ana, Santa Bar- 
bara. ahd finally #ettied on Solano 
avenue, where he lived for more than 
fifteen years. His wife died five years

A Municipal Aviation Park. . 

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 17.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] At this moment, 
with the interest in aviation at fever 
heat in Los Angeles, I would suggest 
that the city government of Los An- 
geles be urged to establish a municipal 
aviation park in commemoration of the 
first aviation meeting in America. I: 
would be an original step and a pro- 
Sressive one; also it would be a prac- 
tical way of commemorating this his- 
torical event, better than a tablet or 
a monument. 

This city has provided well-equipped 
playgrounds, or recreation centers, for 
the proper development of the Los An- 
geles youth. Why not encourage the 
local inventor of atro crafts by, es- 
tablishing a park where he may try 
out his machine? 

At present there is no place of suf- 

ficient size, or of suitable arrangement, 
in our city aare the aviator may try 
out his machine in experimental! 
flights. Only a few days ago a young 
local inventor attempted a flight from 
the Pico Heights district and by rea- 
son of the unsuitable surroundings his 
machine was wrecked in the starting. 
Such accidents would ‘be minimized 
with a field arranged for starting the 
aéroplane flights. 
There are many local inventors of 
ae nes. They should” be ur- 
a ; and ‘why not faciiltate their 
work Sy placing to their use a field 
endowed by the city where they may/ 
conduct their experimental flights with} 
some degree of safety. But it would 
not be solely for them. It would draw 
aviators from all parts of the country, 
once it became known. This would be 
of considerable financial benefit to our 
business enterprises. A park of this 
character would bring new industries 
to Los Angeles. Around aviation 
field, -hungars would be established, 
which are to the aéroplane what the 
garage is to the automobile. The gar- 
age has become a very profitable ®Susi- 
ness; so also would the hungar on a 
relatively smaller investment. But he- 
fore there can be hungars there first 
must be an aviation field or park. 

This aviation meeting has demon- 
strated to the Los Angeles people, and 
in fact to all persons reading the news- 
‘paper reports of the flights, that the 
atropiane is practical; that it is here 
to stay. No doubt this will appeal to 
men with idle money awaiting an *: 
vestment with large returns, and 
private enterprise of this kind will ws 
started. In such an event, the strug- 
gliing inventor of small means will not 
be greatly benefited, if at all. With a 
municipal aviation park there would 
be no exclusion to any serious person 
desiring to make experimental flights 
with his machine. 

An aviation park established by the 
municipality should be located within 
the zone of the city. It is well enough 
that a ten days’ meet Se held at some 
such ‘place as Dominguez field, but a 
municipal field to be of rea) practical 
use to the ator making experimental| 
flights should be negr at hand 

Let Los Angeles the first city to 
establish a munictpal aviation park. 
Others will follow her lead when it be- 
comes noised abroad.

_AUTO ROAD GOOD NOw. | 


Much Work Has Improved Highway 
for Machines to Aviation Field. — 
Ruts Eliminated. 


The Aviation Committee has an- 
nounced: that the auto road from Do- 
minguez to Aviation Field has been 
put in good condition, and that there 
is no further danger of having the big 
machines stuck in the mud. 

The ground over which the main 
auto travel has gone has been thor- 
oughly rolled, so that the ruts have 
been largely eliminated, and the sur- 
face dirt packed to hardness. Boards 
have been put down where necessary, 


the worst stretches. In some places 
straw was packed into the ruts and 
spread over the ground, where the auto 
traffic threatened to cut through to 
deep mud. This has been covered with 
dirt to a sufficient depth to give a good 
packed surface.

With a strong favorable 
wind, Harmon and Harrison calculate 
that the New York will drift clear to 
Eastern Canada. Labrador is not Be- 
yond a possibility as a landing place. 

e present world’s record for 
sphericals is held by Count de la Vaulx, 
who traveted a total of 1189 miles, 
from Southern France into the south 
part of Russia ten years ago. To 
break this record the New York will 
have to travel from the heat ef Texas 
Into the snews of a Canadian winter.

Pure hydrogen gas would give an 
even greater lift, but this could not 
be produced witheut great additional 
trouble and expense. 

Ordinary Uluminating gas has a litt- 
ing power of about thirty-six pounds 
to 3000 feet. The gas which has been 
in the ascensions at Huntiigton 
Fark during the last week has lifted 
nearly forty pounds per 1000, which

“I would especially Ike to ask Gov.

“I can assure him, 
there are many struggles even when 
you have a Congress which nominally 
is of your own varty. 

“There is no use mourning over our 
lack of the English system of gov- 
ecrnipent in this country, for we can 
never have it, but you Governors, as 
well as I, have felt at times the in- 
justice of criticism which comes to the 
fxecutive because of the lack of the 
Lngtlish system.”

NEW AFRICAN COMET BRIGHT. 


Astronomer of Lick atory Gets 
Daylight View of Body 
With Naked Eye. ‘ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.} 
SAN JOSE, Jan. 18.—Astronomer R. 
G. Aitken of the Lick Observatory 
this afternoon gave the following 
statement for the Associated Press: 
“The comet discovered in South Af- 
rica a day or two ago is brighter than 
the planet Venus. It was easily seen 
at the Lick Observatory at noon to- 
day with the naked eye. It was about 
four degrees east of the sun and one- 
half of a degree north of it, and was 
moving toward the northeast. In a 
clear sky it should be a brilliant ob- 
ject for the next few evenings, and 
should be looked for in the southwest- 
ern sky immediately after sunset. 
“Daylight observations today by As- 
tronomer Wright showed that the 
spectrum of the comet's nucleus is con- 
tinuous, crossed by bright sadium lines 
extending into the coma.”

BEHIND BARS 
FOR LIFETIME. 


Boss Criminal Now on Way to 
Penitentiary. 


Gaiwood’s Long, Hard Fight 
Not Successful. 


Must Take the Medicine He 
Fixed for Others. 


T. J. Garwood, robber and gun- 
fighter, will today enter the gates of 
Folsom penitentiary to serve a life 
Sentence. The man who, for many 
months, had terrorized Los Angeles, 
while the police chased up one ‘street 
and down another in wild and useless 
pursuit, started on his last trip last 
night with Sheriff Hamme! and Dep- 
uty Fryer as his guardians. 

Garwood, in many respects, is one 
of theemost unusual prisoners ever 
arrested in Los Angeles. 

His life has been a series of crimes, 
one after another, and five times he 
has entered penitentiaries on various 
felony charges. Five times he has 
come forth from these places a lit- 
tle gfayer, a little older, but with a 
new stock of tricks and a relentless 
ambition to get even with society, no 
matter how much his already battered 
reputation might suffer. 

BORN CRIMINAL 

Garwood always made good at the 
criminal game. He always made oth- 
ers do the dirty work; he always did 
the planning and was always the first 
to run, the first to lay the blame on 
his partners, the one who got the 
largest division of the receipts. 

And that, from a business stand- 
point, makes the successful crook. 


‘| Garwood was arrested In Los Angeles 


the first of December, 1908. He, with 
bis partners, were taken one at a
